These arc the nearest American analogues of the true Pheasants, family 
Ppfmsiaiii<i<e, indigenous to Asia, and are sometimes piaced in that family. 
But (lie differences appear sufficient to wan'ant their family separation. 
Their next nearest allies are the Guinea Fowls, of .^.frica family A^umididtt. 

Dr. Hayden does not include the Wild Turkey in liis report, apparently 
not liaving met with it in tlie Missouri region. Its occurrence, liowever, is 
sufficiently attested as far up the Missouri river as tlic vicinity of Yankton, 
if not somewhat beyond. I found no evidence of its presence in Kortlicrn 
Dakota, but I liave observed one Minnesotian record. In tliese longitude.s 
it becomes abundant further soutli; both tlie Kansas authorities above cited 
witness its common occurrence in the timbered districts of that State, as 
Mr. Trippe does in Southern Iowa. Dr. Woodliouse states that “througli- 
out tlie wooded portions of the Indian Territory and Texas tliis bird 
abounds.”* The northern line of its distribution may likewise be deter¬ 
mined with approximate accuracy, though it appeai-s to have contracted of 
late years. It is scarcely now found iu any part of Minnesota; but Dr. 
Head tells me that some thirty years ago, at old Fort Atkinson, a few miles 
west of Prairie du Chien, it was frequently killed, though its present north¬ 
ern limit cannot be far from tbe southern border of Minnesota- Audubon 
mentioned its presence in Michigan, Massachusetts aud Vermont; but in 
these portions of New England, at least, it appears to be nearly or quito 
extinct,t while I never have heard of it from Maine. According to Mr. 
W. Ross King, (Sportsman and Naturalist in Canada, p. 185), it was still 
met with in various localities in Canada, in 18G6-’67, and about the samu 
tjme Mr. Mcllwraith states that it was " common along the western fron¬ 
tier ” of the same territoiy. It is not necessary to instance special regions 
within the boundary above sketched, its dispersion being general, ana only 
subject to restriction by tlie nature of localities unsuited to its liabits, or 
where it is exposed to persecution which it cannot withstand. Constant 
interference witli what would otherwise be its natural distribution, gradual 
diminution in its numbers in many places and its final disappearance 
from others, are points, unfortunately, only too well assured. 

FAMILY TKTBAOHID.S; THE OROt'SE, &C. 

Tlie Missouri region, as defined for the present purpose to include the 
entire country drained by the great river and its tributaries, affords repre¬ 
sentatives of all the North American genera of Grouse, and, in fact, ffir- 
niahes ua with every North American species of Grouse, excepting only 
two kinds of Ptarmigan (Lagopus albut and L. mpettrU). AH these are 
game birds in strictness. In the following account, therefore, I am at 
pains to give the sportsman and general reqder a clear and accurate idea 
of the wnole group as represented in North America. The technicalities 
are, it la believed, sufficiently precise, without being unnecessarily abstruse. 
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OLD-TIME FISHING AMONG THE THOUSAND ISLANDS,

CHIPPKWA BAY. 

Tlip Tlinusnnd Islands may be said to begin at Cliippcwa Bay. The i^l. 
Lawrence along this section is some five or si.\ miles wide from the Canada 
to tile American shore, beginning its widening at tlie Chippewa point. 
TIktc are several islands liere and tliere in tlic ntnin river, lint tlie larger 
number lie in and about the Bay. 

The Bay itseif, some tliirty years ago, was distinguished for its abandance 
of blaek bass, pickerel, catfish, mullet, and muacalonge, with many of the 
less important kinds. So plentiful were tliey until witliin a comparatively 
recent period, that many of the poorer ireople depended almost entirely on 
them for their supply of meats. One of them, with what supposed to be 
a reference to the Creator, ilesignaled it as “ God Almighty’s pork-barrel.” 

It was one of tlie best, thougli possibly not the most extensive localities, 
for torch light tlshing that there was in the whole length of the St. Law¬ 
rence river. The bottom nearly all over tlie bay is visible, and the fish, if 
seen at all, are within reach of a spear. In those days, pitch gine for the 
torch or ‘‘jack-light,” as it was called, was abundant; for tlie timber on 
tlie main sliore was largely composed of pine, and tlie fallentrees had 
for many years lain covered witli moss, until you could only define a ridge 
and a Utile decayed wood. But e.xamine into that ridge of muss, and you 
would, in all likelihood, strike a knot or crotch of fat pine that would be 
sufficient lor two or three evenings’ spearing. To those who are fond of 
that kind of fishing there is none that compares with it in excitement, or 
that needs more nerve or greater skill. It is a very curious and weird sight, 
tliut of a score or more Jack-lights scattered over tlie bay, in a dark night 
in the fishing season. The darker the night, the better the spearing. The 
glare of the light in contrast with tlie darkness seems to dazzle and blind 
the fish, and they are the more easily approaclied. The days of spearing 
are, howeiier, very nearly passed away. The fi.sli are not nearly so plenty 
as they were. It is gravely .said Ihrt they are getting aristocratic, and re. 
fuse to be caught in any of tlie old-fashioued ways, but sun tliemselves in 
sliallow places until they see a patent fly or a uew-fangled spoon with a 
patent |hook, and then they resign themselves to the fascinations of the 
gilded bait. 

It is much more difllcult now tliau formerly to obtain the pitch pine, 
lowing to Its acarcity; and besides, night fishing is not the kind thatathose 
in search of sport desire. It is a kind of fishing incident to a pioneer life, 
where men are hardy, and do not mind night work and bard work. It has 
given place to trolling, where the pleasure-seeker lias nothing to do but sit 
in the stern of the boat until the oarsman pulls his boat in the vicinity of, 
perhaps, a muacalonge; then it requires skill to land the fish securely in 
the boat; but it is a very lazy way of fishing. 

Farther up the river, the islands are larger, the river wider, and there is 
more variety for the pleasure-seeker. At Alexandria, which is a few hours’ 
sailing above Chippewa Bay, is one of the greatest resorts of pleasure- 
seekers. There is a great extent and variety of scenery, large islands and 
smaller ones, some of them with barely the width of a boat between them, 
others so situated as to make minature lakes in their midst, and still others 
adajited for cultivation- 

1 he islands in the summer present a most gorgeous appearance, owing to 
tlie brilliant green foliage and the darker tinge given by the evergreen' 
trees. There are groves ef hemlock and pine, mostly second growth, with 
a heavy undergrowth of shrubbery, while on the rocks and over the moss 
there are several varieties of ground or festoon pine, which is an ever¬ 
green and is used in the vicinity of that locality very extensively in fes¬ 
tooning churches on gala days, and also in the parlor at home. The rocks 
afibrd a natural place for the columbine or honey suckle, which flourishes 
in great profusion on the islands ; in some places it seems to be growing 
directly out of a ledge of rocks, and overlooks small valleys Jof perhaps 
half or one-eighth of an acre in extent, covered with whortleberry bushes. 

The shores of the islands are delightful in the variety of their inden¬ 
tations. Here is a small bay that extends into the island for some rods, 
affording a safe harbor for your boat. Perhaps at another place the waves 
wash a perpendicular wall of rock that juts down into the river to a great 
depUi. At one point the shore slopes off in the whitest of sand, affording 
a most convenient and delightful bathing place. In another part of the 
same island in a little bay of perhaps a hunared feet in extent, is a patch of 
float marsh that seems to have taken to port in some great storm, and liking 
the place, had coocluded to stay. In the early spring these little marshes 
are attractive spoU for pickerel, bass, and sun-fish, the sun shining warms 
the wafer sooner than it is warmed in the great river, and the flsh come 
there to sun themselves, where frequently they may be speared or even shot, 
so close do they lie to the surface of the water. These small marshes are also 
the feeding places of the few ducks that remain in the river. 

Thus, for the pleasure-seeker, for the lover of nature, for the sportsman, 
whether of Ashing or shooting, this grand old river, with its bays and 


islands, is, even to-day, one of the must delightful resorts in this or iin^ 
other country. 

It is one of the pleasures of life to live near the great 8t. Lawrence. In 
early times, it was the paradise of the hunter and the fisherman; and whesi 
the game became scarce, and the almndant plenty of flsh disappeared, he 
could not think of leaving it, but bought a farm and lived where he could 
have a boat and now and then take a trip among the old familiar scenes, 
where he could see the same islands, the very roclt where he once caught u 
boat loud of black bass, the spot where he encamped one night m.my yeais 
ago; he goes on shore and thinks he sees some of the embers of the Are he 
kindled, lie remembers the terrible storm, and how- be formed a shelter of 
rushes and drill-wood, and built a huge tire, and he and his companions 
sat by it and told stories until the miiulie'of the night. lie lives his lib- 
over again and enjoys it too; he also enjoys the scenery, and once or twice 
a year re-visits it; he looks lovingly into tlie depths of the crystal water and 
drinks it from the old leaky tin “ huiling-disli ” with a relish that is ns keen 
as it was thirty or forty years ago. 

The old St. Lawrence is as grand ns ever; it still flows on to the ocean. 
With its rock-bound islands and its rugged shores, it is uncliungeabte amid 
the changes of politics and fashion. 

The vandal who wants to make a few dollars by selling cord-wood, may 
strip the ^islands of their trees, and thus change tlie appearance of tin- 
scenery, but he cannot move the islands nor turn the course of the river: it 
still flows on in its old-fashioned way, and the man who has lived beside it 
until his three score and ten, generally hopes to he hiirid within the sound 
of its gentle mnrmui's .—Our Firetide Friend. 


A FISHING EXCURSION DOWN LONG ISLAND. 

Atr. Editor .'—I was, early in April, on a trouting exrurslou down Long 
Island, where so many pools of this fish abound; and as I have a few- 
leisure moments I will give you a sketch of the doings of our party, whit-li 
consisted of eight, from tliree different States. Tliey did not all go for the 
speckled aquatics—only four indeed were endowed with the accomplish¬ 
ment—two from Germantown, one from Philadelphia, and one from Ne¬ 
wark- The others indulged in idleness, or rather w-hist-idaying during 
these three or four days’ release from professional labors. Tlie day passed 
in traveling to Suffolk station, some fifty miles down the I.K>ng Island rail- 
road, was pleasant and encouraging, Imt arriving on the ground rntber lute 
in the afternoon we were tired, anifiiaving dinner to dispatcli, or ratlier to 
eat, as the word dispatch is unknown in tlie cbartniug club-liouse whieli 
we occupied, the evening was spent in taking soundings and mapping out 
our operations next day. The pool or lake Is about one and a lialf miles 
in circumference, is supplied from a strong stream of sjiring wafer, of a 
temperature of about fifty degrees in midsummer ns it enters Uic lake. 

The next day after our arrival was cold and cloudy, with a high weal 
wind blowing from the ocean to Long Island Sound. I was obliged my¬ 
self to wear an overcoat with collar up, a bandanna tied round it, ami a 
slouched hat fastened on my head to avoid being blown off. It was ns 
cold as Julius Cfcsar—tlie wind seemed to penetrate to the very bones. Dr 
D. and myself, with a boy for oarsman, embarked in ti skiff for tlie licud 
of tlie lake, intending to work our way down as circumstances should dic¬ 
tate. For fifteen minutes not a fish was seen, Ihen the Doctor took one, 
not over eight inches, tlien another a little larger. No more favoring us, 
we dropped down little by little, catching one or two more somewhai 
larger. This was continued until we had gone over half the lake, when I 
noticed a leaf floating down in a particular section, indicating the chan¬ 
nels, where the boat was at once ordered to proceed and to be fastened at 
a protecting stump. This was soon accomplished, and we had scarcely 
cast our flies before both had a rise, and a ten-inch trout was landed safely 
by each of us. We cast again and tlie result was the same. Now the 
sport became extremely exciting, and the Doctor's feelings were wrought 
up to fever heat. He was eighty years of age, and from the high winds, 
waves, and rocking of the boat, he was obliged to sit down and flsh. He 
was also very slow jn hU movements and could not make very difllcult or 
scientifle casts, which increased his fervor. The boy, who managed the 
boat, which, t^ing fast to the stump and not needing his attention, the 
Doctor took into his services, and a very amusing scene ensued. The 
Doctor, in his excitement, became irritable, and as I took three flsh to liis 
one, he ventured his failure to do better upon the boy. 

“ Boy! what are you about now! Don’t you see I’ve got a flsh ? Reach 
over and haul it in! Take care you’ll lose it! Didn't J tell you you’d la-ic 
it. I’d serve you right to send you in after it! What are y'oii worth, you 
good for nothing rapscallion 1 Put on that bait, I say; [lie resorted to a 
worm bait in the hope of doing better] not tIuU worm; don't you see it’s too 
large and black ? Why, you don’t know bow to bait a hook! What are 
you good for; what were you crested for ? Put the hook, I tell you, through 
near the head, and hook it in rings and let it hang down! Not that way, 
you wretched abortion! Here, hand it to me! Hand it to me, I say! don’t 
you hear me ? Now, you’ve done it! The very best worm in the lot to fall 
overboard! Why, you arc not worth your salt, and I'll tell vour master so 
the moment we get ashore, that he may send you away, ^e, now, worse 
than ever!

Meanwhile 1 was landing from ten to twelve-inch trout every five min¬ 
utes, fishing all round the boat from fifty to sixty feet. This irritated the 
old Doctor still more, and when now and then he hooked one the same 
scene between himself and the boy was repeated. Once he actually siezed 
and shook the poor fellow, who did his very best, but the orders of the 
Doctor were so rapid and vehement and voluminous that he did about as

PatiscK Lake having been planned between Mr. C. H. Atkins, 
of Chicago ami mysffll, wc started Friday, .lune 5, on the nine a. m. 
M '■ulbosd. This being an accommodation train

The boat makes trips daily up to llic lakes, bill the boat w as blown on a 
sand-bar up the river by the hard wind, a few days since, and did not run 
will e we were there, ml was got oil’ the ne.xt day all right. We reaclinl 
the lake at about twelve o’clock, and secured a boat of a German who 
lives near the shore of the lake. We fed our team, luit up, and made ar¬ 
rangements to be bark for dinner in one hour. Not liaviug ininnoivs 
we took our trolling lines, Mr. AVIiceler rowing the boat and Mr. A atul 
myself putting out our lines. Mr. A. caught the first fish, a pickerel 
weighing about six pounds, which he landed in the boat in a very snorts 
manlike manner.

After dinner we look some twenty more, but as fishing was not 
oiir mam object in visiting the lakes, we did not go preparoil to catch pike 
I he bait for pike is a minnow or a frog, and the channel wliere the Fox 
river runs through a portion of the lake is wlicre tlie pike is to be found in 
the greatest abundance. Two gentlemen from Chicago took eight pike 
that would weigh from seven to twelve pounds the day we were there and 
caught in all about fifteen pounds of fisb. black bass, pickerel &c I 
have fished in many of the small lakes of uorthern Illinois ; have fisiitd 
m Fox lake, Geneva lake. Twin lakes, where the Waltonian Club of Rock 
ford spend a week every year fishing, but liavc never found anv place equal 
to Patisca lake for large fish and a great variety of them. 'Tlio grounds 
surrounding the lake arc very beautiful, being high bluft’s, well vvooded 
and fine gravel banks surrounding most parts of lire lake. 

The true way to enjoy ones sMf fishing at llic lakes, is to lake a tent 
along and provisions, and live right there, and not, after one ha.s ipent a 
day fishing, have to go throe or four miles to gel decent lodging over night 
It was part of the business of Mr. A. and myself in secure grounds to 
build a hunting bouse for our use, and to secure young black bass fry for 
stocking one of Mr. A’s pond.s ; but the wind was so strong that we failed 
to secure the young fry, and shall visit the lakes again this week, and hope

lie thought. Tliere was a difficulty iu taking care of trout, as there was 
[ great danger in overfeeding them. He fed his trout with liver. After three 
I years lie bad found ibey fatted very fast, and moldy spots came out all 
over tliom. Wbeu tlie skin was broken it was sure death. In spawning 
, time they fight a good deal, and a bruise was apt to kill Ihem. 

Ill reference to tlic above, Dr. Pratt sends ns a note, in whicli lie says: 

" I was out on a committee wlieii Mr. Hammond gave his experience in 
growing trout, but for the good of the public I would say that he is verv 
miicli mistaken in relation to moldy spots on the trout from feeding, anil 
I visited the place that day and found trouble caused, not by trout biting 
each oUier, but by mink or muskrat that had been there. It is a mistake 
about trout biting eacli otlier to any great extent in the spawning season’ 
The season has passed some four months, and yet I saw many troul with 
the skin badly broken. They would have died long siute if wounded while 
spawning, though it is true, if a trout has the skin badly broken, it is sure 
death.

WESTERN SUMMER RESORTS.—No. 8. 

Geneva Lake, Wib., June 11, 1874 

To the Editor of the Field and Stream: The Cisco Ashing this year has 
been better than usual, and many are happy on that account. You know 
they appear from three to Ave days about tlie lOlh of June, to visit Uteir i 
friends, the saud-Aiea, who come about the same time, and drop into the 
lake in myriads. Of these, the Cisco are very fond, and after laying in a 
supply, they disappear for an entire year, and retire to the deep water of 
the Lake. They simply suck in the bait and have less game in them than 
any other known Ash. You have to raise them gentl}/ out of the water, or 
the hook will tear out. In former times the banks of the lake used to be 
white with the wagon.covers turned into tents, while the wagon itself was 
backed into the lake, and men, women, and children enjoyed themselves to 
the uttermost in catching. The sides of the lake looked like an Arkansas 
" cane-break," so thick were the poles. But the Cisco are fast disappearing 
with the Indian, deer, and prairie-hen. Professors Agassiz and Beard pro¬ 
nounce the Cisco to be a species of the WhiteAsb. They are about eight 
inches in length, of uniform size, and of a silvery color. When split open, 
the back bone is readily stripped from the Aesh; and when dropped into 
boiling-hot pork fat (and no Ash slionld ever tx fried in anything else) they 
are very digestible. All Ash should be fried the same as fried cakes. Put' 
a little lard in the bottom of a frying pan, then your fried cakes, and as 
soon as they liave absorbed one half of the grease, turn them over and let 
them absorb the ether half, and what kind ot cakes would you have ? And 
yet this is precisely the way eome people fry Ash, the compound being half 
lard and half Ash. Instead of gelling the grease into the Ash, it should be 
kept out, by closing the pores as above indicated. _ 

At the foot of Geneva lake was built ihe Arst grist mill in the State of 
Wisoonsin. by Mr. Warren (who still resides there), and people used to 
bring their grists from Milwaukee, Waukesha, Janesville, and Beloit, to be 
ground, CatAsh were then a legal tender for Aour, as provisions were very 
scarce, and the farmers would sometimes have to wait sevei al days until 
their turn came. Old Mr. Dobbs, now residing at the lake, says he has 
taken them weighing over forty pounds; yet now not one is to be found. 
Just so with tlie wall-eyed pike and dogAsb. The lake has been raised 
about Ave feel at its foot for mill purposes, and several breaks have oc¬ 
curred, and the theory is that these three varieties of Ash all ran out with 
the current. Wh}/ should they, when the lake will average a depth of one 
hundred feet its entire length (nine miles)? I cannot account for it; can 
you? Wisconsin, this past winter, passed a general Ash law, for the pro¬ 
tection of Ash, condensing all the local laws appertaining to Ash into one 
general act as regards the inland waters of the State. 

Beginning with Lake and McHenry counties in the State of Illinois 
(which at^oin Wisconsin) and extending through the entire State, and also 
through Minnesota, what an endless number of inland lakes there are! 
No similar spot on the globe is so blessed; and with a due regard to the 
preservation of Ash, they will afford sport for all the anglers of the world, 
for all coming time, as well as food for the people. 

Two, and only two questions are now before the American people, of an 
enduring nature. The Arst is cheap transportation of produce to the Atlan¬ 
tic, and the preservation and protection of Ash in all the inland waters of 
the continent—both questions of food for the whole people. 

Beth Green, and all men of that ilk, are of more value to the people as 
producers than all the tax-eating ofAce-holdera in the nation. The people 
will stand any reaeonaile tax to get their produce to market, and such assis¬ 
tance as Congress may deem wise to give to the several states in obtaining 
the different varieties of Ash from abroad, for the purpose of propagation— 
but I am wandering away from my subject 
Now that you can take any Ash you chouse in Wisconsin with the book, 
except through the ice, is it alieage right to do so ? Let us see. Is it right 
to Ash the half-Ailed ponds in midsummer out of all their Ash, when they 
are not At to eat, living amid the stagnant water, muddy bottoms and lily 
pads, just for the sake of playing the " big injun " over some less success¬ 
ful “ pale-facc ’’ ? If men of means would put a part of the “ silver bass " 
alive into Geneva lake, they would be doing the State some service. Oiti- 
envise, we do not see bow thejf can outside of “ Waupun." 

A very reprehensible practice exists at Geneva lake; that is, catching 
miunrw's in the basin for bait. The young Ash come down there to avoid 
being devoured by the larger Ash, and to net them for bait is a crime. But 
the sub.'seriber >et the examidc. and caught more than anybody else, and 
it b„ing a tender subject, we will dismiss it, with a promise to sin no more. 
By pietcpt and example let us discourage the practice of catching the 
small JLli out r-f the lake, aud throwing them away by the wheelbarrow¬ 
load or mauare heaps. I have got through with my scold. 

Some may think they have a right to catch all the farmers’ Ash out of 
neighboring ponds. So they have a right to bang themselves. But how it 
looks! Hoping soon to sec the genial countenance of the Fiei.d and 
Stream upon the shore of our homeopathic unsalted sea, I remain, as ever,

A DEFENSE OF THE FARMERS’ BOYS. 

Maquon, Mat 26, 1874. 

To the Editor of the Field and Stream .—I have read with interest your 
paper, also other of our sporting papers, especially those articles on what 
I constituted a sportsman. One writer says no one can be a true sportsman 
I without be has a Ane gun costing from |150 to $600, and lays great stress 
on the cost. Then he goes on to describe the outAt of a sportsman; which 
is enough to load a man down and tire him tlie Arst mile; there is enough 
in bis get-up to cause a person to think of an arnty commissarr. I would 
like t) see such a sport out after chickens with his high-toned kit on a hot 
August day, and have to follow a good fast dog. I would like to be around 
to hear what kind of language nc would use at that time. The writer 
speaks of a certain class called pot hunters and charges the farmers' boys 
with being of that class. Now, I contend right to the contrary, and my 
experience will bear me out in it. I have been a farmer boy both in the 
East and West, and know of what I write, that the most despised of all 
sportsman among the farmers, was the high-toned city sport, who came out 
with a fancy hunting suit, a Aash gun and a game bag as large ns a mail 
sack. I have found they would snoot at a robin as soon as at a quail or 
chicken, and go into the timber and shoot the young squirrels long before 
the law allowed them so to do. True, many sportsman c-ame from the 
towns and cities whom we were glad to see, and took pleasure in directing 
them where we thought they could secure a good bag; but I found that 
they were intent only on shooting game birds, and those in their season, 
ana were careful not to shoot the farmers’ cattle running in the Aelds or on 
the range. Such we were always glad to see and who we found to be gen- 
tleraen. Talk about Farmers’boys being pot hunters, its the last place to 
look for that class. 

Now, let me give my idea of a sportsman and his outAt. First, be must 
be a gentleman; no snob can be a true sportsman. He will have a good 
gun, one that he relics on. and knows to be a good hard shooter; I care not 
if it did not cost Ave dollars. He will be careful and not shoot in among 
farmers’ stock, which is a source of annoyance |and often serious damage 
to the farmer. His outAt will be as small as possible, and he will get his 
amunition in as small a space and as light as possible. He will wear 
clothes that are not heavy and hot, cspcci^ly in the early chicken season, 
when the weather is warm. As to a game bag, that is'all nonsense, that 
will do to have hanging up at home, or to use in tlie camp, when camping 
out, but to take in the Aeld, never; its too tiresome to carry. The bei^t 
thing I have ever used for carrying game is a leather belt about an inch 
and a half wide, with holes punched in about a half an inch from the 
lower side, and good stout thongs pulled through; when you secure a 
bird, tie it to your belt by the neck with u thong, shove your belt around 
until the birci is at your back, and then you are all snug, your arms are 
free to do with tliem as you please. It strikes me that a hunting vest is a 
pretty good arrangement for carrying amunition, especially in using a 
breech-loader. 

I do not think it sportsman-like to trespass on land where the farmer has 
objections, for very frequently the farmer has excellent reasons for not 
wanting you to hunt on his land. He may have valuable stock running 
out that be does'nt care to have receive a load of bird shot; or, he may 
have a small boy working a team that is afraid of the report of a gun, and 
might run away. These things will be taken into consideration by a true 
sportsman, and'he will not follow game where he runs a risk of injuring 
others. It costs nothing to ask the farmer if be has any objection to your 
sliootingon hia land, and nine times out of ten, with a caution to bccarefiil, 
he not only gives his consent, but tells you where he thinks there is game 
lurking, I have noticed that sportsmen who observe these rules arc 
always well received in the country and generally go home with a well 
Ailed bag, while chaps of the high-toned gun make miserable failures, and 
purchase of the farmers' boys what game they take home, and return to the 
towns and cities and curse them as being pot-hunters.

SPORTING MATTERS IN SOUTH BEND. 

South Bend, Ind., June 8d, 1874. 

To the Editor of the Field and Stream: I send you enclosed the score of 
an interesting Club .Match which came off yesterday at the Fair Grounds, 
in South Bend. The Union Club of South Bend, organized in February 
last, is now, it is believed, second to none in the State in efficient prepara¬ 
tion for the enforcement and revision of our game laws, which fail to give 
any protection at all to woodcock, snipe, ducks, etc., although our princi¬ 
pal game bird, pinnated and ruffled grouse, quail and turkey have for 
years received the fostering care of our legislature. The Club numbers 
twenty active members, and holds weekly meetings. Initiation fee is $10, 
and yearly dues $6, which gives us a fund sufficient to furnish our Club- 
room handsomely and renders it attractive to members, and to build a 
large house holding 500 or 1000 pigeons with running water, etc. We 
should be glad to exchange copies of our Constitution and By-laws with 
other ciubs. 

The indications are that pinnated and ruffled grouse will be abundsmt 
this year, and hundreds will be killed within half a mile of the limits of 
our city with its 12000 inhabitants, so yon see, we do not have, to go far for 
recrealion. As we have a stock of wild pigeons on hand, it will not be long 
before another club match will be shot tor the medal.

In the j’Mr 18o0, there was a mulatto—.John Mathews by name—living 
nf™ Illinois, whd was born and bred in that state. He 

was 23 or M years of age, tall, well proportioned, and weighing 208 
pounds. He had spent the greater part of his life willi his parents, in the 
backwoods, and consequently was an excellent shot. He was a great 
lover of the wild charms the unbroken forest presented, and was not eon. 
tent when in a village or town. 

Settlers increased, and, as a natural consequence, game became more 
scarce as the days wore by, and John became uneasy and determined upon 
seeking a spot where he might be better rewarded for his labors. He ac¬ 
cordingly tnadc Ills way to the Mis-sissippi river where lie boarded a steamer 
bound for ot. 1 aul. Upon arriving at Wabasha, he chanced to meet an 
old acquaintance, whom he induced to join him in bis expedition. His 
friend had frequently heard the head waters of the Eau Claire—a branch of 
the Chijqicwa spoken of as excellent hunting-grounds, and proposed that 
they embark for that point Acting upon this suggestion, they got aboard 
the ^Mar[uocata City,^ a steamer that was going to Eau Claire—head of 
navigation on the C hippewa river. Upon arriving at that point, they were 
left to exhibit their pede.siri.m qualities. They had brought their guns and 
blankets with them, and had only to procure an axe, flour, salt, pepper, 
etc., together with a smalt amount of cooking utensils, w'hich must neees. 
surily be very light, for, as every hunter knows, a heavy pack does not help 
ones weary body over the road as murli as an ine.xpenenced person might 
suppose. 

They were out four days before tliey found n place to suit their faurics, 
and seven days more before they had their cabin erected, at the end of 
which lime their provisions were pretty well exhausted. They started to 
Lau C.Iaire, which at that time^was a mere seflleracnt and some foi*iy miles 
distant, for a new supply. Upon arriving at the village John’s eliasen 
partner refused to return^ to their new' home, but in.sisted upon going back 
to Waba.sha, which he did. This, however, didn’t dislicarten Mathews in 
the least, for he prefered the unbroken forest to city life ; and aflcr pur 
chasing bis provisions, together with an addition to his kitchen stork, he 
procured a team to cany them to the end of the road, which was some 
twenty-five miles from the village, and fifteen miles from hiselaim. Be 
fore reaching the^end of the road, he chanced to meet with two Indinnr, 
whom he hired to help him “ pack ’’ his supplies through to the cabin. 

His cabin is built of hewn logs, and is .50 feel long by 16 wide, and eon 
talus four room.s. He keeps ’’ bach,*’ iiaving never been marrried, and i.s 
very neat and clean in his cooking, and keeps his floors verv white. He 
has about ten acres cleared ofl', and raises potatoes, liay. etc!, which, out 
side of his own consumption, he sells lothe loggers. Up to December Iasi, 
he had kept no stock at all, not even did he have a dog to break the silence. 
He has been ’’<iuitc nervous" for the past two years, for, as ho remarked 
to me, ‘‘the setilei's are getting too thick; I'm going to sell out and go to 
Nebraska "—his nearest neighW two miles distant, and no srbonl within 
ten miles. (iinsox

The spring of '73 was noted among .sportsmen for the largest flight nf 
pigeons that bad occurred for years. More especially was this noticed in 
the southern part of Wisennsiu, as extensive migrations scarcely ever ex¬ 
tended over that portion of the stale. At this particular season, however, 
the air was literally alive with them, whole acres being so covered as to 
appear like an iniinense moving sea of animal life, and the '‘whirr’’of 
their wings, as they arose, jiroduccd a sound not unlike muffled thunder. 
The main body of the migration only la.stcd fivo nr three days, although 
smaller bodies were passing for a week after. This splendid opportunity 
was well improved by the sportsmen, and near!}’ everybody, boy and man. 
who could muster a giin, was out enjo)'ing the ^ort, and the popping and 
cracking of fire-arms was almost incessant. Of aoiirse, among so many 
gunners, (quite a number of whom were’’crack shots’’) some splendid 
scores must necessarily have been made. Among these was 89 pigeons al 
a double discharge, by B. F. Goodel, with a Parker B. L. gun. The total 
number killed by him in an liour'a shooting was (70) seventy. Several 
other cxceUent shots were made, the best of which was (24) twenty-four at 
a double discharge, by Stephen Perkins; (14) fourteen ditto by E. H. Ever 
hard, and (18) eighteen at tH O sliote, by Carl Sbeaffer. No one, except 
from actual sight, can form an idea of the splendid appearance presented 
by the myriad of birds flitting overhead in a continuous stream, or rush- 
ing pell-mell upon some grounds where acorns were plenty, until one's 
eves would almost grow dizzy at tlic sight. At this season (spring of ’73) 
the pigeons congregated from all quarters to a town in the northern part of 
Marquette county, and there built their nests and reared their young. The- 
trees, for a large section of country thereabouts, were loaded with the 
feathered fruit, tlie limbs of sonic being so heavily loaded that they broke 
fienenlh the weight. Here was a scene worthy of an artist; blue and flut¬ 
tering birds in every direction, and here and fhcro a hawk would be seen, 
watching bis opportunity for an unwary pigeon to make a meal of. At 
day-break tbe scene was lively beyond comparison, as the birds rose and 
fell in undulating waves from their perches, seeking foofl for themselves 
and young. As soon as the young “ squabs ’’ could fly, they began leaving 
in small numbers, and the forest was .soon deserted by the traveling colony 
making their way toward Lake Superior.

OHIO STATE SPORTSMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 


RESULT OF THE CLE\’ELANi) CONVENTION. 

The convention at Cleveland, Ohio, on Tueaday last, was, in many re¬ 
spects, one of the most important ever held In the Buckeye State. The 
diflerent sections of the State vrere well represented, and the result was a 
large and enthusiastic meeting. 

The Convention met at 10 o’clock, A. M,, in the parlors of tho Kennard 
House, and was called to order by Hon. Allan T. Brinsmade, of Cleveland, 
who made the following remarks:— 

Sportsmen of Ohio ,—We have met together to-day for the purpose of 
forming a State Association, the reasons for which are obvious to every 
sportsman present. Our game-laws are daily violated in many parts of the 
State, and it is by means of such an organization as this that we propose 
to enforce the laws. Another thing to be gained by the formation of a 
State Association is, that we shall be able to put a stop to the legislation 
which may be obnoxious to our interests. 

The artiflcial propagation of fish is also an object for which I understand 
an association is to be formed, and one of no little importance to the 
citizens of the State at large. This is no longer an experiment; other 
States have taken the lead of us in this, and it is time that we awoke to 
the importance of the subject. We arc here, then, to form an association 
of gentlemen sportsmen which shall have for ita objects the protection of 
game and fish, and tlie elevation of field sports, as other States have done, 
and the advantages of which are so apparent. 

I am glad to see so many gentlemen present with us to day, represent- 
iog all sections of the State, and in behalf of the sportsmen of Cleveland, 
allow me to extend to you a hearty welcome, and to hope that this meeting 
may prove in the highest degree beneficial to all. 

Col. C. W- Wooley, of Cincinnati, was then elected temporary Chairman, 
who, on taking the chair, said; 

OsnUemen Sportsmen of Ohio :—It affords me pleasure to come here and 
learn firom you how we can bring about among the sportsmen of the State 
a stronger feeling in favor of the game laws. Game laws originated with 
a monarchical form of government, and were for the benefit of the land 
owners, who desired to exclude the sportsmen ff'om their lands. The 
present admifable Club system of game protection owes ita prominence to 
Robert Boosvell, of New York, and the progress made in fish-culture, to 
Seth Green, of Rochester. 


-- 

The real enemies of both the farmers and the sportsmen are the pot. 
hunters, and it is owing to their lawless depradations that the farmers arc 
now endeavoring to pass laws prohibiting sportsmen from shooting over 
their lands. To bring about a better feeling between the sportsmen and 
tlie land-owners, is one of tlie first object of Uicse Associations. (Applause.) 

Mr. E. B. Finley, of Bucyrus, was chosen temporary Secretary. On 
motion, the Cliairman appointed the following Committee on form of

A resolution of thanks was voted to the Eennartl House for hospitalities 
rendered. 

Moved that it is the sense of this Association that a National Convention 
be held at the earliest practicable moment. 

A motion was then made and cairied, that the Association next meet in 
Cleveland on the third Alonday in June, 1875. 

Carried unanimously. 

It was also moved that the officers call special meetings during tJie ses. 
sion of the Legislature, if, in their judgment, they deem it nccccssary. 
Carried. 

There being no more business before the Convention it;adJourncd sine die. 


Professor Hudnui, in speaking of the present war between the Grangers 
and the Railroad Companies, relates the following anecdote of Idaho pio¬ 
neer times: When the rush of men to the new " diggins " was at its height, 
it was my misfortune to be in that Territory with quite a large party of men. 
Running railroad lines through the sage-brush thickets rendered patching 
frequent upon the knees of our unmentionables. This was done in true 
ploueer fashion with buckskin. Getting shoit of needles, we applied to an 
Israelltish shopkeeper at the " city " for a supply. 

He intimated that so many as a paper could not be spared from bis stock, 
and hence, to be agreeable, we selected two of size to suit. Asking the 
price we were told “two dollars.’’ “What!’’ we exclaimed; “for two 
needles “ 0,’tis not the cost of de article, 'tie de freights,’’ was the answer. 
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THE CLUB CHAMPIONSHIP OF ILLINOIS. 

One of the most interesting features of the late tournament, was the 
contest for the Club championship of the State. The score showed a 
remarkable uniformity in the shooting, throughout the contest. The total 
scores were. Gun Club, of Chicago, 71; Kennicott Club, 69; Gencseo 
Club, 66, and Prairie Club, 68. The Gun Club made oue 20 straight, 
and 10, 17 and 18, showing uniform strength, and no absolutely u eak 
spots. The Chicago Gun Club, as represented in the late contest, is uni¬ 
formly strung, and this, in all club trials, is a safer reliance than depending 
on one or two “crack shots,” whose brilliant work may be neutralized by 
a single shooter who lacks the skill, or it may he, the nerve necessary for 
an exciting tournament. 

The rivalry between the Shooting Clubs promises to be of great interest 
in the ftlture. At a meeting held by the Kennicott Club, a few evenings since, 
the propriety of liolding a club tournament in this city was discnsscil, and 
the project was so favorable that a committee was appointed to uiuke tlie 
necessary arrangements. It will probably be. held in August. The Prairie 
Club has also resolved to accept the recent challenge of the Kennicotfs, 
to shoot a match at ten single and five double rises, ten men on a .side. 

The GunCUib now wears the crown, and lias won it fairly and squarely. It 
numbers among its members Jlr. W. 15. Wilcox, wlio won tlie Association 
gold medal in the recent tournament, so lliat it is not only the champion 
Club, but has the champion shot of Uie .State. It numbers a good many 
who can score their "20 straight,” and, as we remarked above, its uniform 
strength, as represented in the club trial, is considerably above the average. 
We congratulate the members of the Gun Club on Uieir .skill, that lias 
won for them the chnm|>ionship of the Slate.

DEXTER PARK RUNNING MEETING. 

We call the allentiou of racing turfmen to the programme of sport an. 
nounced by Mr. George B. Mansur, to lake place at Dexter Park. Chicago, 
on July I St, 2d, 3d and 4tli. The first day, .luly 1st, is to be devoted'o 
trotting, there being a purse of |3000, free for all horses except Goldsmitli 
Maid, whicli will attract the fastest trotters in the country. Tlie entries to 
it close June 23d. On July 2d the racing commences, with a purse of |ld0 
added to a sweeiislakcs of f25 each, flO forfeit, for two year olds; iiomi. 
nations to be made June 15; dash of half a mile. The next race is a pui-se 
of *450, for all ages; divided into *300 for first, *100 to second, and *.'50 m 
third horse; mile heats. The third event is a mile dash for all ages, carr). 
ing 100 lbs., for a purse of *300, of which the second horse receives *100. 
On the third day a purse of *500 will be given, for all ages; mile heats, 
best 3 in 5; divided into *300, *125, and *75, for the first, second, and 
third horses. Next a purse of *600, two miles and rejieal, llic winner 
receiving *350, second horse, *175, and third *75. On the fourth day we 
have a selling purse of *300; the second receiving *7.5 out of it; one miic 
and a quarter, and the usual selling allowances. Next is a llirce milt iical 
race, for a purse of *700; the winner taking *430, second liorse *175, and 
the third *75. A hurdle race for a purse of *400. twice around the inside 
track, (which is about :500 yards less than two miles), over eight hurdles, 
closes the meeting. We expect In see rc|>rcscntalives from tlie crack East 
ern stables here, to lake part in this and otlicr race meetings to be held 
during the month of July.

To the Editor of the Field and Stream .‘—As it is the close tcason, there is 
not much to write of, except our pigeon matches. I send you the score 
with this. 

At this time sportsmen are trying to find out wliat constitutes a sports 
man. Now, I may not agree w’ilh all, but, in my mind, a sportsman is a 
gentleman who has cnitivated a pamion for field sports; in a word, he must 
he an honorable man, and, as far as my experience goes, tlie longer he fol¬ 
lows it (that is, not merely for the shooting but to .study nature, and to see 
how near to reason the instinct of some birds and animals approarhes) the 
more of a gentleman he becomes. The true sportsman goes to the field and 
stream for health, recreation, and to be with nnliirc, that bo may act natii 
rally, and come home a better man, Avllh a feeling that, be is living in a 
world, not of one man but of mauy. I gne.ss 1 have written enough for 
this time, but the more I write and think, the less I see In make me 
asbamed of being a sportsman. Frank Walker.

somelliing to please them, and the older ones that they are doing eomeinioe 
to please you. That is the reason why a gentleman, if he wiii take a verv 
little trouble, can always have a dog that will beat any that he may 
have trained by a breaker. I niitst say I have found one very grave fault 
amongst the sportsmen in this country, and that is their habit of loaning 
dogs to one another. A dog should never bo handled by anybody except 
his master and breaker. For my part I would not lend a dog to the best 
friend I ever had. I would sooner give it than loan it, for if an ordinary 
dog, he is not worth liis food, and if an extra good dog lie will soon be 
come a common one. 


Before speaking ot the care and management of puppies, it will not be 
out of place to say a few words on the breeding of them, as it is a matter 
of the utmost importanec. “ Blood will tell," and unless wc have that it 
matters not how careful we tiiay be in the rearing and training of our dogs, 
wc cannot e.vpcct to liave them No. 1 in tiic field. But there arc various 
other tilings to he attended to if we wish to raise really fine and giaid 
(mppies w ith sitecess. The brood bitcli must have widtli over her loins 
atid length in her tiauks: she must be well bred and well trained or broken 
in tlie fielil; should be two years old, or nearly so, and have been shot over 
at least one season ; properly speaking it ought to be two, although I would 
sooner breed to a well-shaped bitch w itb a good uose, that was nothing 
extra in the field, than rice renu. The sire is even of more conseriuence 
tliuu the dam, for the puppies will iuherit his (|nalities far more closely, 
lie must have been shot over fit leatl two seasons, so that you may know 
thoroughly his good and bad points, for it is only in a dog's second season 
that one can really judge what his (lUiilities are, and have an idea as to his 
fitness for the stud. He must be No 1 in tiie field, and never have been 
gun-shy, or his puppies will lie nearly certain to have the same defect; 
nothiug gives more trouble to a breaker'than that fault, aud to cure it takes 
often more time than all the rest of the breaking; therefore be sure and 
gain full information on this point and do not breed to him no matter how- 
good, should lie have been gun-shy us a puppy. Smallness in a dog is not 
of much importance, everything else being satisfactory; but I would never 
breed to an undersized bitch. There is another point" on which a word of 
canliou w ill do uo harm, and that is (supposing you have no regular built 
kennels) the safely of the bitch when on heat. If she is not in a thoroughly 
.secure place, find the key in your pocket, she may very easily be ruined. 

Too much attention cannot be paid to the fact that the drst time a biicli 
i.' bred is far more important than any succeeding time, for the first dog 
she is bred to will have an eflect on every siibsetiuent litter, so it is of 
great cou50f|Ueuce that we should be thoroughly acquainted with the dog 
in the minutest particular. She should, if possible, liave had him for licr 
constant compunion for some months previous. A gueal plan, when it can 
tie followed out, is to huut her during the fall in company with the dog 
you mean to breed her to, and manage, if you possibly can, so that the 
t'ilch w ill cornu on heat early in the year. February "is about the best 
month, for then she will throw her puppies in April or beginning of May. 
I’uppiei, its a rule, born later in the year turn out weakly and not wort'll 
raising. Down South, I should prefer to have them pupped in March. As 
soon as the hitcli begius to get heavy it is best to leave her loose a^ml the 
place, as she is not at all apt to wa'ndcr away, and it will be k great deal 
better for her pu|ipies. She ought to be fed now twice a day, at regular 
hours, cither on oatmeal or mush with skim milk; meat is too heating and 
likely tj b:-ing on mange, when the pups will be worth nothing. An alter¬ 
ative once a week for a week or two before pupping will be very beneficial 
to the health of the puppies. When the bitch's lime is nearly up, see that 
she has a (juict place to retire to, and the less she is looked at the better, as 
.she rarely requires any help, and if she should it is belter to go for the 
velerinarv surgeon. 

After ilie puppies get any size yon can give the bitch a little raw meat 
in addition to her other food. If you w ish to raise fine puppies never leave- 
more than four on the bitch, and choose the heaviest ones. About three 
weeks old the puppies will begin to look around ; you can then begin to 
feed them, but always remove their food as soon as they have finished; 
feed them three times a day on oatmeal and milk, or cornnical and milk. 
Be on the look-out for worms, aa they are peculiarly subject to them; 
.should you suspect worms, give them a teaspoonful of linseed oil. If the 
oil of itself is not sufficient you can add about twenty drops of turpentine, 
and give it on an empty stomach. I may say here, that should the pups 
die or be removed from the bitch for any other reason, she ought to have a 
dose of aperient medicine, be lightly fed, and have her milk drawn three 
limes a day. Dew claws are an eyesore, and as Uiey generally liecome a 
hindrance in the field can be cut off with a sharp pair of scissors at any 
lime. Young puppies ought to be out in the open air as much as possible. 
After leaving their mother they should be fed three times a day until si.\ 
or seven months old, after which twice a day. The lime of feeding ought 
never to be varied, and the food must never be left before tliem but removed 
as soon as they have finished. About nine months of age is the right time, 
to commence training, although they ought to be obedient from Hie com-1 
mepcement, If one has only one dog, or at the most two, he can begin ! 
training from the very first day his puppies leave their mother, and with 
only a miuute or two every time he feeds, he will be astonished at their > 
cleverness when about three months old. They seem to understand every- ^ 
thing he may say to them, and take a delight in learning. If left till eight I 
months they soon learn, still they always feel that when learning it is 
school, while those that began at once feel that it is all play; in fact, if 11 
can make myself understood, the young ones seem to tbmk you are doing;

NATURAL HISTORY OF THE MAGDAI.EN l.SLANDS, No ’2 
By C. j. Mavsahh. 

AMlfK/tST iSLA.vns. 

I Wc were wet tiiul cold tifur our unccremnnioiis luuiling, and, us nielil 
was coming on, were anxious to secure a liKlging. SVe accordingly climhi d 
I the steep liiiiff aud gained a village at tlie top. This is u little French fisli 
' iug hamlet, called Ause a la Cabane. The dwelliugs are mainly cottages, 
which, althougli small and roughly built, pre.setil u very neat appearance, 
being carefully wliitewasheil or painted. Near llie lop of the clift' some 
' men were, at work on a small vessel. We inipiired of llieiii as to where we 
I eoiiUI procure a lodging, aud finding one of tliem wlio could uudersland 
Kiigli.sli, ns well as speak It, learned from him llint wc could pos.sibly find 
a sTicItcr for the night in some of the cottages liard liy. Accordingly we 
jiroceeded to tlie first one, occupied by a litlle boy, wlio was to serve a.s an 
interpreter, a.s neitlier of us understood enough Frencli to be able to eon. 
verse. Upon knocking at the door of the cabin It was opened liy an old 
man who peered timidly out of a crack only a few inches wide. Seeing 
our guide, he opened tlie door a trifle wider; but upon learning our errand, 
shotik ids licud negatively, at the same time looking at us in the most seru- 
tini/ing manner. My companion carried a gun on his shoulder, whilst I hud 
a wicker collecliug basket liung to my hack. At siglit of the gun, the old 
man’s countenance exhibited some degree of fear, but when he perceived 
tlie collecting basket, his eyes fairly protruded with horror, He fi.xcd ids 
gaze on it fur a uiouient, a.s if fascinated liy it, at the same time sircicliiiig 
Ids neck to obtain a closer view, aud theu, suddenly withdrawing his head, 
slammed the door hi our faces, and bolted it on the iusiile. 

Somewhat surprised at thiscmplialic denial to our request for admis.sion, 
wc proceeded to the iieA collage. Here our summons limuglit the coun¬ 
terpart of tlie first old man to the door. The sight of us dismayed him 
The gun produced a denial to our reijuest, wldlc llic collecting basket lia<l 
the same effect upon him h.s it liad upon ids neighbor, r.aii.siiig liim to close 
tlie door so quickly as to prevent an exiilunalion. The tidrd and fourth 
houses were visited, but with no better success. We then gave up in 
despair, and returned to our friend, tlie sldp-car|ienter. We explained 
matters and gave the history of the basket, told wliat it roniaiiied, its use, 
etc. Our obliging friend then called a young man and related ail this to 
. 1dm, and bade him conduct us to a collage farllicr up tlie court. Here, 

I aided liy our new ally, we made lietter progress, and finding a younger 
1 mau master of llic premises, we boldly stepped in Uirougli the open door. 

I Seeing wc were bound to take possession, tlie owner of ilie neat domicile 
: gave ids eoii.sent, and we found ou rselvcs coaifortalily lodged for the idglil. 
1 Tlicse people are very timid, being part of the colony who were driven 
from Arcadia. Tliey came to this’ place about 1700, and live mainly by 
rt.shiiig. One reason for their timidity in.-iy be ascribed to tlie fact, that in 
past years the American fishermen frequently landed here, and after dri¬ 
ving the terrified Inlmbilanls into tlieir houses, milked their cows, curried 
away llieir fowls, and committed other dcpradalions. They evidently mis¬ 
took u.s for a similar class, and expected some act of violence. 

Next morning, Sunday, the good man was going to mass, down to the 
liarbor. As tids was a larger place, where tliere were uccommodntioua to 
I la; olilained, we coucliided to go. Beliold us then, seated in a two-wheeled 
vehicle widcli was drawn by a little French pony, that understood not a 
' word of Eiiglisli, and coiisequenlly liad matters pretty much Ids owu way. 

' We were guided by a similar Iwo-whceled conveyance upon wliich our 
trunk.s were carried. Tlie road was tolerably gooif, and wound round the 
edge of llie cliffs. Looking down from the liiglits into tlie water, we could 
see great flocks of Murrs and Razor-billed Auks sw-imming about or Hying 
along the surface. Soon we left the waterside, striking across the country. 
About tills time rain began to fall, and we were well-pleased In find our- 
sidves at last at the only hotel, or rather Ixiarding house, on the islanil. 
Here we were fortunate enough to meet with the commander of Her Ma¬ 
jesty's revenue cutter. La Cauadieune, who kindly gave us permission to 
collect what eggs wc chose amoug the islands of the Gulf. There is u 
heavy penalty attached to taking (iicsc eggs, and the officers of ilic culler 
liave orders to arrest aud imprisnu all iudividuuls found either taking eggs 
or having them in their possession. We also received llic consent of Sir, 
Fox, the custom house officer of the Magdaleus, to whom wc are indebted 
for many acts of kind ness.
